The hundredth anniversary or the 
birth of Emerson was celebrated in 
Dixon 
Monday as well as in many 
other communities 
throughout the 
I Tnited States, where 
his writings 
have found admirers. 
There is a wide diversity of opinion 
as 
to 
the 
Emerson 
idea, 
or 
as 
to 
what 
Emerson 
has 
done 
for his readers. 
W hile Emerson has 
innumerable followers who are glad to 
join in the homage otTered at his 
centenary, it will he found, when the 
special excitement of the week has 
subsided, that the tendency among 
the more 
thoughtful is to take him 
with a certain moderation, to praise 
him, but to praise him without ex­ 
cess. 


A writer making for a habit of mind 
rather than for the construction of a 
clearly defined system of thought, he 
has vaguely inspired rather than tan­ 
gibly instructed those who have sat 
at his feet. 
His genius was not for 
exact thinking, but for the creation of 
an atmosphere rather than for the 
tormiugof principles. 
His reflection 
is spiritualized, his atmosphere is rich 
in stimulus and it is not surprising 
that thousands have found themselves 
in his debt for the purification and 
the strengthening of 
their ethical 
standards. 
Mathew Arnold does not place E m ­ 
erson among the great poets, neither 
does he place him among the great 
writers, the great men of letters. 
He 
further denies that Emerson is a phil­ 
osopher: and as an illustration of the 
truth of both propositions he quotes 
Emerson’s own words 
to 
Carlyle. 
“ Here I sit and read and write, with 
very little system, and, as far as re­ 
gards composition, 
with the 
most 
fragmentary result; paragraphs 
in­ 
comprehensible, each sentence an in­ 
finitely repel Ian t particle.” 
Emerson and his writings are loved, 
however, for the sincerity with which 
he looked out upon the universe. 
His 
teaching is always genetic of faith and 
hope and a desire for nobler and high­ 
er life. As he sings, in “ The Problem ,” 
■'Htmsell from God In;could not free- 
Ho bullded better than h< knew.” 


It was unfortunate that it rained 
Monday, for it interfered somewhat 
with the plans of the Emerson cele­ 
bration in Dixon. 
It was intended to 
serve a dinner under the trees at the 
beautiful home of Prof. and Mrs. J. 
L. Hartw ell; but this was made

many were prevented from enjoying 
the program mapped out, the ardor of 
about thirty, however, was not damp 
ened and they found their 
way in 
carriages or wagonette to the place ot 
meeting. 


Dinner was served indoors and after­ 
wards, when all had gathered in the 
parlors, Rev. Newton announced the 
program. 
He first gave a brief sketch 
of the life of Emerson, but stated that 
it was not so much the facts of his 
life as his personality they wished to 
discuss. 
B. F. Shaw recalled the time 
Emerson lectured in Dixon, in 1857 
and stated that he was 
secretary 
of the Young Men’s Lecture Associa 
t ion, under whose auspices Emerson 
spoke, and introduced the lecturer.
